REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action dated November 1, 2002, Applicants 
elect Group I, claims 1-8 and 18. Applicants further elect SEQ ID N0:2. 

In response to the requirement for an election of species for initial 
prosecution on the merits, Applicants elect species (b), an immunoglobulin constant 
region. Each of claims 1-8 and 18 is believed to read on the elected species. Claims 1, 2, 
4, 5, and 18 are generic insofar as they include the transitional term "comprising" and 
thereby encompass a polypeptide wherein residues 41-150 of SEQ ID NO:2 are operably 



linked to an immunoglobulin constant region. Claim 3 is generic as stated by the Office. 
Claims 6, 7, and 8 recite an immunoglobulin constant region domain and hinge region.
